Resume Negotiations. 


_ Julian A. Brylawski, chairman of 
the managers wage scale committee, 
represented the managers at the 
peace conference, and the local op- 
erators’ union was represented by 
its wage scale committee. They 
will return to Washington today 
and negotiations will be resumed to- 
night between the two wage scale 
committees. 

Efforts will be made at this 
meeting to iron out the differences 
bet ween them and if the conferees 
fail subsequent conferences may be 
called or either may withdraw and 
a strike or lockout ensue. 

The operators now make a maxi- 
mum of $65 for a 44-hour week 
and they are asking for a top sal. 
ary of $75 fora 40-hour week, with 
a fourth man in each booth of the 
larger theaters. The managers have 
offered the operators $67.50 a 
week with no other relinqufsh- 
ments and the operators are hold-

other conditions specified.

Germany met néarly 64 per cent 
of her reparation payments in the 
second year of the operation of the 
Dawes plan ending today by means 
of deliveries of materials.

New England Homestead: 
are more sheep to the farm in little 
old New Hampshire than in the vaat 
State of Oklahoma, which has near- 
ly ten times as many farms, The 
big farms out there average only 
66 hena and chickens, while the 
little farms of New Hampshire aver- 
age 60. but return three times as 
many eggs to the farm. The latter 
each have about $400 worth of farm 
implements and machinery, one 
third more in value than have Okla- 
homa farms: 

Eighteen months ago about one 
New Hampshire farm in ten had a 
radio, but such was installed in 
about only one farm in 100 In the 
Western State. The little farms of 
the Granite State average 1.800 
gallons of milk yearly compared to 
only half that quantity in Okla- 
homa. A much smaller proportion 
of our farms are mortgaged than 
out West.

There are two firmamenta! crosses 
which we see--—onea up north, the 
other down. south When  Sep- 
tember comes. the cross up north 
sparkles near the zenith. In fact. 
a part of it passes across the zenith. 
This northern cross belongs to the 
constellation of Cygnus. It may be 
said that Cygnus belongs to the 
cross.

Three Senate Conditions Are 
Accepted; Others Laid

Geneva, Swikneciand. Sept. 1 (By 
A. P.).—-Glowing tributes to the 
ploneer role played by the United 
States in furthering the cause of 
arbitration and impressive predic- 
tions that the adhesion of the 
United States to the world court 
of justice would ‘greatly promote in- 
ternational peace, dominated the 
opening session today of the inter- 
national conference convoked to de- 
cide whether the American reserva- 
tions to adherence to the court were 
acceptable to the court signatories. 

Quick approval on their first 
reading was accorded the first three 
American conditions and discussion 
of the fourth reservation advanced 
to such a favorable“point that the 
president of the conference, Pro- 
fessor Van Eysinga, felt justified 
in announcing before adjournment 
tonight that no serious injuries had 
been made to it. 


Permits U. S. Withdrawal. 


This reservation would :'‘permit 
the United States to withdraw from 
the court at any time and would 
prevent any amendment of the 
court without consent of the United 
States. Definite action on the 
fourth reservation was deferred be- 
cause the delegates wished enlight- 
enment as to whether in point of 
fact amendment to the court pro- 
tocol would rejuire a unanimity 
vote or whether a majority would 
suffice. 

Nothing definite on these ques. 
tions was embodied in the court 
regulations, but the general opinion 
voiced today was that the unanim- 
ity rule should obtain, and that, 
this being so, the American con- 
dition that Washington always 
must consent to any remodeling of 
the court statutes was perfectly 
justified. 

The objections to reservation No. 
4 were voiced by Sir George Foster, 
of Canada, and supported by the 
Jugosiavian delegate, M. Marko- 
vitch. Sir George held that the 
reservation would prevent members 
of the league ever amending the 
court statutes without American 
regardless of the fact 
that they might deem amendment 
necessary. 

It was when the famous fifth 
reservation concerning advisory 
opinions came up that the audience, 
almost entirely American, concen- 
trated all its attention, and the 
delegates themselves of thirty-eight 
countries manifested rapt interest. 
All realized that this was the reser- 
vation on which American adher- 
ence to the court would succeed or
